HARRISBURG (UP)—The spe­ 
cial conference on improvement of 
Pennsylvania’s public school sys­ 
tem moved into its final session 
today with plans to consider an 
extended school year, more home­ 
work and a lower compulsory at­ 
tendance age. 
Proposals for a longer school 
year and dropping the attendance 
age to 14 or 15 were among 19 
questions put to the 300 delegates 
for discussions and recommenda­ 
tions. 
In 25 workshop seminars, the 
delegates were asked if they felt 
summer school programs should 
be offered to advanced students 
to allow them to graduate from 
high school within three years; 
whether a saving in maintenance 
costs would be realized if the 
buildings were utilized longer than 
nine months, and should teachers 
salaries be increased if the school 
year was extended.
